LOS ANGELES - The powerful sedative 
Diprivan was found in Michael Jackson’s 
home, a law enforcement official said Friday 
as the city planned for a massive crowd at the 
singer’s memorial service. 

Diprivan is an anesthetic widely used in 
operating rooms to induce unconsciousness. 
Also known as Propofol, it’s given intravenously 
and is very unusual to have in a private home. 
The law enforcement official spoke on 
condition of anonymity because the person was 
not authorized to speak about the matter. 

A Los Angeles Police spokesman, Lt. John 
Romero, declined to discuss the case. “It’s an 
ongoing investigation,” he said. 

At the downtown Staples Center, where 
Jackson’s memorial will be held Tuesday, 
Assistant Police Chief Earl Paysinger said up 
to 700,000 people could try to reach the arena, 
even though only 17,500 free tickets will be 
available. 

City Councilwoman Jan Perry urged people 
to stay home and watch the memorial on TV. 
There will not be a funeral procession through 
the city. 

Free tickets to Jackson’s memorial service can 
be obtained by registering at Staplescenter. 
com. There will be 11,000 tickets for seats 
inside Staples Center and 6,500 for seats in 
the adjacent Nokia Theatre, where fans can 
watch a simulcast. After 6 p.m. Saturday, 8,750 
names will be randomly selected to receive two 
tickets each. 

No details of the memorial service itself have 
been released. 

Authorities are investigating allegations that 
the 50-year-old Jackson had been consuming 


painkillers, sedatives and antidepressants. 
Any criminal charges would depend on 
whether Jackson had been overly prescribed 
medications, given drugs inappropriate for 
his needs, or if doctors knowingly prescribed 
Jackson medications under an assumed name. 
Edward Chemoff, an attorney for Jackson’s 
doctor, Dr. Conrad Murray, said Friday through 
a spokeswoman that he had agreed with 
investigators not to comment until information 
is released through official channels. Murray 
was in Jackson’s rented mansion when the 
singer collapsed June 25. 

Murray has spoken to police and authorities 
say he is not a suspect. In an earlier interview, 
Chernoff said Murray never gave or prescribed 
Jackson the painkillers Demerol or OxyContin, 
and denied reports suggesting that the doctor 
gave the pop star drugs that contributed to his 
death. 

Chernoff would not discuss what drugs the 
doctor administered to Jackson, but said they 
would have been prescribed in response to a 
specific complaint. 

As Jackson recently prepared for a massive 
series of comeback concerts, he was so 
distraught over persistent insomnia that he 
pleaded for Diprivan, according to Cherilyn 
Lee, a registered nurse who was working with 
the singer. 

Lee said she repeatedly rejected his demands 
because the drug was unsafe. 

It’s still not known what caused Jackson’s death 
at age 50. The pop star went into cardiac arrest 
in his bedroom and his personal physician, 
Dr. Conrad Murray, performed CPR while an 
ambulance was called, according to Murray’s 
lawyers. Murray has spoken to police and 
authorities say he is not a suspect.Q

“There will not be a charge for tickets,” says an event 
organizer. 

More details will be released on Friday morning at 10 a.m. 
during a press conference being held outside of Staples Center. 

The pieces are finally falling into place as to how Michael 
Jackson will at last be laid to rest—and then memorialized 
accordingly. 

Arrangements are still being made, but Jackson’s body will 
ultimately be interred at Forest Lawn cemetery in the Hollywood 
Hills, and an open-to-the-masses tribute to the King of Pop will 
take place at Staples Center on Tuesday at 10 a.m. 

“Details are still to be finalized when I meet with the Jackson 
family this afternoon,” AEG Live CEO Randy Phillips told 
L.A.’s KNBC-TV. “Everything is in preliminary stages except 
the place and time.” 

The L.A. Police Department will be ready, having already 
started setting up security blockades outside Staples in Chick 
Hearn Court. 

Arrivals will begin around 8 a.m., Phillips said. Huge-screen 
TVs will be set up elsewhere in the L.A. Live complex as well, 
to give any overflow crowd a glimpse of what’s inside. 

But while details of what the Jacksons have in mind for the 
memorial event remain murky, at least the death certificate can 
finally exchange hands. 

The L.A. County Coroner’s Office told E! News today that 
a death certificate—minus the final cause of death, which 
is pending—has been issued for the 50-year-old artist, but it 
could not be released until the family had decided on funeral 
arrangements. 

“Until [the family] makes specific plans for funeral arrangements, 
that might be what’s holding it up,” spokesman Craig Harvey 
said. 

As for the official cause of death, Harvey says that it will say 
“deferred” on Jackson’s certificate right now. 

“That basically means that the coroner is still doing its 
investigation and hasn’t issued a final cause yet. When we do 
issue the final cause, we’ll issue an amendment and that will 
indicate the final cause of death. ”□

St. Maarten objects to forcing Aruba to accept Joint Court 

~ Five Consensus Kingdom Laws approved ~ 


PHILIPSBURG—The Island Council approved the 
draft Consensus Kingdom Law on the Joint Court 
of Justice Thursday, but maintained firmly that 
St. Maarten objects to forcing Aruba to accept the 
Court as outlined in law. The draft law was handled 
by the Kingdom Council of Ministers Friday. 

Aruba has been determined that the Joint Court’s 
seat be moved from Curasao to Aruba’s capital 
Oranjestad, now that the Court would serve Country 
St. Maarten, Country Curasao and the public entities 
Bonaire, St. Eustatius and Saba (BES Islands) 
- a stance not supported by Curasao, the Central 
Government or the Dutch Government. 

This impasse led to the matter being handled via 
a Kingdom Law based on consensus between the 
Netherlands, the Antilles, Curasao and St. Maarten, 
but not Aruba. 

As far as the Joint Court of Justice is concerned, 
Aruba has stated that if the seat of the Court is not 
established in Aruba, Aruba prefers to regulate 
an autonomous Court of First Instance and court 
registrar in Aruba, separate from that of the proposed 
entity in the present draft law for the Joint Court of 
Justice, but with a cooperation arrangement for the 
Appeals Court. 

The Netherlands has objected to this solution and a 
proposal has been incorporated in the draft consensus 
law to impose on Aruba the system developed by 
Curasao, St. Maarten and the Netherlands, using 
the Kingdom Guarantee Function of Article 43 (ii) 
in conjunction with Article 14 of the Kingdom 
Charter. The Central Government, Curasao and St. 
Maarten have objected to this. 

This draft law and four others were approved by the 
Island Council Thursday, and will be on the table 
of the Kingdom Council of Ministers for approval 
today, Friday. The others were the Consensus 
Kingdom Laws on Financial Supervision, Police, 


Council on the Maintenance of Justice and the 
Prosecutor’s Office. 

St. Maarten’s government considers as one package 
the five Kingdom laws and the Kingdom law on 
changes to the Charter in which St. Maarten is 
declared a Country within the Kingdom. As far 
as St. Maarten is concerned, approval of the five 
laws is conditional to establishing St. Maarten as a 
country within the Kingdom. 

Advisors for the Netherlands Antilles will make a 
final appeal to the Council not to use Article 43 (ii) 
in conjunction with Article 14 of the Kingdom 
Charter to impose the court structure developed by 
Curasao and St. Maarten on Aruba. 

If the Dutch persist in the matter, St. Maarten and 
Curasao will, through the Central Government, 
instruct the Minister Plenipotentiary to file for an 
internal appeal. This course of action was decided 
on during a teleconference among the partners 
Wednesday. 

The Dutch Prime Minister will function as 
independent chairman for the internal appeal and not 
as chairman of the Kingdom Council of Ministers. 
The Ministers Plenipotentiary of the Antilles and 
Aruba, and a minister from the Antillean Cabinet 
(the country filing the appeal) will take part in the 
meeting. If this avenue is unsuccessful, parties will 
get legal advice on the way forward. 

Constitutional Affairs Commissioner William 
Marlin said in the meeting that St. Maarten has 
objected strenuously to the application of these 
articles as the Charter provides no legal basis to do 
so, and it is not the correct way to resolve conflicts 
between Kingdom governments, certainly not in 
cases where it concerns the legitimate authority 
over a task and responsibility of that country. 
Marlin told the Island Council, “It would constitute 
an unheard of and unacceptable precedent in the use 


of the Charter that could later be used against the 
vital interests of St. Maarten and/or of Curasao for 
that matter.” 

The inclusion of the proposed measure on Aruba 
also tarnishes the relationship between that country 
and the emerging countries of Curasao and St. 
Maarten and could very well induce Aruba to object 
to proposed changes to the Kingdom Charter, 
thereby effectively blocking the establishment of 
country status, he continued. 

The Kingdom Council of State believes that the 
Kingdom law should be based solely on Charter 
(consensus laws) Article 38(ii). Based on this and 
other considerations, the draft law with amendments 
was presented for approval by the Executive 
Council with the clear intention of taking a solid 
stand against the proposed application of Article 
43 (ii) in conjunction with Article 14 of the Charter 
in the issue with Aruba. 

“St. Maarten is furthermore pursuing arrangements 
with the governments of the Netherlands Antilles, 
Curasao and if possible with the Netherlands, 
to prevent and or curtail the - in our opinion - 
unconstitutional use of the Charter of the Kingdom 
in this way,” Commissioner Marlin said. 

Not approving the law would have jeopardised St. 
Maarten’s quest to become a country by delaying 
the dismantling of the Netherlands Antilles. St. 
Maarten would be blamed for stalling the process, an 
unacceptable position for the island, he continued, 
adding that any attempt by the Dutch to impose 
Article 43 on St. Maarten or Curasao during the 
dismantling would be resisted. 

Democratic Party Island Councilwoman Sarah 
Wescot-Williams is of the same opinion and backs 
the action plans outlined in the teleconference with 
the Antillean Council of Ministers and Curasao. 
She was part of the St. Maarten team. □

WASHINGTON - With swine 
flu continuing to spread around 
the world, researchers say 
they have found the reason it 
is — so far — more a series of 
local blazes than a wide-raging 
wildfire. The new virus, H1N1, 
has a protein on its surface that 


is not very efficient at binding 
with receptors in people’s 
respiratory tracts, researchers 
at the Harvard-MIT Division 
of Health Sciences and 
Technology report in Friday’s 
edition of the journal Science. 
“While the virus is able to bind 
human receptors, it clearly 
appears to be restricted,” Ram 
Sasisekharan, lead author of 
the report, said in a statement. 
But flu viruses are known to 
mutate rapidly, the research 
team noted, so this one must 
be watched closely in case it 
changes to become easier to 
spread. 

Even if it doesn’t mutate, it’s 
causing plenty of illness here 
and abroad already — and 
vaccine makers are working 
“at full speed” to develop 
shots for use in the fall if the 
government deems it enough 
of a threat, Dr. Anthony Fauci, 
infectious disease director 
of the National Institutes of 
Health, said Thursday. 

Within a few weeks, Fauci 
expects to receive the first test 
batches for government-led 
studies in volunteers to see if 
the vaccine triggers signs of 
immune protection, at what 
dose and is safe.

Sasisekharan’s paper, 

meanwhile, warned that the 
H1N1 strain might just need 
a single change or mutation to 
make it resistant to Tamiflu. 
The researchers also noted 
that the new virus is more 
active in the gastrointestinal 
tract than seasonal flu, leading 
to intestinal distress and 
vomiting in about 40 percent 
of those infected. 

The research was funded by 
the Singapore-MIT Alliance 
for Research and Technology 
and the National Institutes of 
General Medical Sciences. □

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Enthusiasts chase selar eclipses around the world

Theuniversehasgonebeautifully 
awry. The temperature drops, 
daylight darkens eerily, dots 
of sunlight on the ground turn 
into crescents, sunlight on pale 
colors starts to ripple as though 
reflected through a swimming 
pool. Then the moon fully 
covers the sun, which instantly 
turns into a black dot in the sky 
surrounded by a diaphanous 
halo and stars and planets. 
Watching a total solar eclipse 
is an incredible experience. Ask 
anyone who’s seen one. 

A solar eclipse occurs when the 
sun, moon and Earth line up 
(in that order), and the moon’s 
shadow falls on the Earth. (A 
lunar eclipse happens when the 
sun, Earth and moon align, and 
the Earth’s shadow falls on the 
moon.) 

Total solar eclipses occur around 
the globe, so they’re an excuse 
for trips to exotic locales. You 
can experience them on your 
own or with a tour. The next 
one will be July 22. It will track 
through parts of India (including 
Varanasi and Darjeeling), Nepal, 
Bhutan, Bangladesh, Tibet, 
China (including Chengdu and 
Shanghai), southern Japanese 
islands (including Iwo Jima), 
the Marshall Islands and 
Kiribati (the Gilbert Islands). 
After I saw my first total eclipse 
of the sun, I was hooked. I’ve 
chased them in Hawaii, Chile 
and Curagao, always on budget 
trips, never on a tour. 

I watched that first solar eclipse 
on the Big Island of Hawaii in 
1991 with my husband, Michael. 
We decided a week before the 
event to go. We booked tickets 
quickly using mileage, but we 
couldn’t find a hotel room or 
car rental. 

I called the Big Island Visitors’ 
Bureau, and the woman I spoke 
with said, “There’s a guy near 
Hilo who’s renting rooms in his 
home.” When I called him, he 
asked, “Where did you get my 


name?” I told him. “Oh,” he 
said, “you must have talked to 
my mom.” 

Indeed. Kerry was a high school 
science teacher, a bonus as a 
host for our “scientific” trip, 
and we’ve developed a lasting 
friendship, as we have with 
other eclipsophiles. 

The morning of the eclipse we 
clambered to the top of a small 
volcanic cinder cone, where we 
could see the countryside below 
and the sky above. Michael 
groused about getting up at 4 to 
see the 7 a.m. show, but when 
the moon covered the sun, he 
cheered straight through the 
four minutes of totality. 

Now unabashed total-solar- 
eclipse junkies, we started 
planning 18 months ahead for 
our second eclipse. We wanted 
a location with good odds for 
clear weather. 

Using NASA maps showing 
where totality would be and Air 
Force relief maps of northern 
Chile, we selected the Atacama 
Desert, where, in some 
areas, rainfall has never been 
recorded. 

Trying to get above as much 
atmosphere as possible, we 
settled on the village of Putre 
at 11,500 feet in the Andes. We 
weren’t alone in this decision. 
Hundreds of people crowded 
into the village the morning of 
the eclipse. We asked a young 
man in a black velvet top hat 
about his journey. “We’re 
college students from London,” 
he said. “We heard about it 
two weeks ago and thought it 
sounded cool.” 

One pleasure in seeing an 
eclipse is the shared experience, 
and we joined a hundred 
cheering watchers in Putre who 
spontaneously formed a circle, 
held hands and danced on the 
hillside after totality. 

Our third eclipse took us to 
the Caribbean and Curagao. 
Less organized even than the 


British students, we planned 
just a week in advance and used 
mileage to fly there. Consulting 
a guidebook, we found an 
inexpensive hotel and a car. 

On our scouting mission the 
day before the eclipse, we 
discovered that our planned 
viewing site, Christoffel 
National Park with its 1,238- 
foot peak, would be closed the 
next day, no doubt to protect 
the Caribbean desert from 
hundreds of single-minded 
eclipse gazers. 

We found an upscale hotel in 
a prime viewing location that 
would allow us to eat a buffet 
lunch and stand on its property 
for $50 each. 

A quarter-mile away, however, 
a free, public, white-sand beach 
beckoned. We plotted which 
umbrella-like palapa we would 
claim in the morning. 

Curagao thirsted under a 10- 
month drought, but we awoke 
at 5 a.m. to a downpour. We 
had wanted the palapa for sun 
protection, but it sheltered us 
equally well from the rain. 
For eight hours we agonized, 
waiting for clear skies. 
Undeterred, a man near us had a 
cross-braced device for holding 
his video-camera. A welder’s 
glass was attached to the front. 
He relaxed on a low chair in 
the sand. “I don’t want to waste 
totality looking at a camera,” 
he said. 

We developed friendships with 
the video man, Paul, and a 
couple under the next palapa, 
all of whom lived 60 miles 
from us in California. 

The sky cleared only 20 
minutes before totality. Our 
reward for patience was three 
minutes and 45 seconds of the 
otherworldliness of totality. 

The July 22 eclipse will be 
fairly long, lasting more than 
6 l A minutes in the western 
Pacific east of Japan’s Ryukyu 
Islands. I’m getting ready by 
counting my airline miles, 
searching travel books, and 
scouring the Internet to decide 
between the Japanese islands 
or Shanghai in China. We’ll 
compare information with 
Kerry, Paul and our other 
eclipsophile friends, too. 
Whichever we choose, we’ll 
have an adventure chasing a 
total eclipse of the sun. 

TIPS FOR ECLIPSE 
CHASERS 

Be sure it’s a total solar eclipse. 
If it isn’t total, you can never 
look without special viewers or 
see the solar corona, and that’s 
where the mystique lies. 

Never look directly at the sun. 


You will seriously damage 
your eyes or cause blindness 
in seconds. During totality, 
the moon completely covers 
the sun, and you can safely 
look at the black moon and 
the ethereal solar corona. The 
instant the sun begins to emerge 
from under the moon, however, 
avert your eyes. If you want 
to see the partial phases of the 
eclipse, buy “eclipse viewers” 
from observatories, science 
museums, Rainbow Symphony 
( www.rainbowsymphony.com/ 

eclipse-glasses.html ) or Eclipse 
Glasses ( www.eclipse-glasses. 
com ). 

Maximize totality. The path of 
totality, the moon’s full shadow 
across the Earth, is about 100 
miles wide. The shadow moves 
at more than 2,000 mph, so an 
eclipse exists in one spot for 
only a matter of seconds or 
minutes. Be at the shadow’s 
center, called the centerline, 
where the eclipse lasts the 
longest. 

Check weather records. Pick 
a location that’s likely to have 
clear weather. Then cross 
your fingers. Find weather 
information for the July 
22 eclipse at http://home. 
cc.umanitoba.ca/~jander/ 

tot2009/tse09intro.htm . 

Get a car. If weather is poor, 
drive to clear skies. Make sure 
the area you’ve selected has 
passable, public roads. 

Find a panoramic viewpoint. 
The heavens glow in unusual 
shades of blues during the low 
light of totality. Dim sunlight 
comes from the “wrong” 
direction - high in the lapis 
lazuli sky, not at the horizon - 
and a sweeping view of sky and 
land amplifies the ambience. 
Check viewing locations at least 
a day in advance at the time the 
eclipse will occur to make sure 
the sun won’t be hidden by trees 
or cliffs. 


Don’t take pictures. Eclipses 
only last moments, and you 
don’t want to be fussing with 
your tripod and camera. 

Find other things to do. Choose 
an area you’d like to visit 
anyway, in case clouds eclipse 
your eclipse. Or at least be open 
to what you find. 

WHEN YOU GO 
TOTAL SOLAR ECLIPSES 
•The next total solar eclipse 
in the U.S. will be Aug. 21, 
2017, so you’ll have to plan an 
overseas trip to experience this 
phenomenon before that. Solar 
eclipses occur about every 18 
months but not all are total, and 
totality is the spectacular part. 
•Here are total solar eclipses 
and their locations during the 
next nine years: 

July 22, 2009: India, Nepal, 
Bhutan, Bangladesh, Tibet, 
China, southern Japanese 
islands, the Marshall Islands,

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Halfway through 2009, the US 
economy is still struggling in 
recession amid fragile hopes 
for recovery by the end of the 
year. 

Those recovery hopes were 
dampened by Thursday’s 
worse-than-expected report 
on US payrolls, which showed 
a rise in job losses in June of 
467,000, as unemployment 
rose to a new 26-year-high of 
9.5 percent. 

This curbed some of the 
optimism generated by 
moderating job losses in May 
and other reports suggesting 
improving trends in key areas 
such as manufacturing and 
consumer spending. 

With the economy still 
bleeding jobs, some analysts 
fear a new downward spiral 
fed by falling incomes that 
cut into consumer spending, 
the lifeblood of economic 
activity. 

Meny Grauman, economist 
at CIBC World Markets, said 
some analysts have got ahead 
of themselves in anticipating 
an economic recovery. 

The June payrolls report 
“shows the recession lives on 
in the United States,” he said. 
“It’s a question of the pace of 
decline and not recovery. The 
economy continues to contract 
at a slower pace than at the

Many analysts expect the 
third quarter that began July 
1 to show flat or improving 
economic activity as a recovery 
takes hold, but the latest labor 
report is raising doubts. 

“This is just one month’s report 
but if it is followed by another 
disappointing report in July 
we might have to revise our 
figures downward for the third 
quarter” for the US economy, 
said Sal Guatieri at BMO 
Capital Markets. 

“Right now we are pencilling in 
a flat GDP in the third quarter,” 
he said, adding however that 
“job losses remain massive 
and are a continuing source of 
downside risk to the economic 
outlook.” 

Until now, many economists 
had been revising their forecast 
upward. 

Deutsche Bank economists 
have upped their US and 
global forecasts while warning 
of soft conditions.

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Palin resigning as Alaska governor

WASILLA, Alaska (AP) — Alaska Gov. Sarah 
Palin, former Republican vice presidential 
candidate, made a surprise announcement 
Friday that she is resigning from office at the 
end of the month without explaining why she 
plans to step down, raising speculation that she 
would focus on a run for the White House in 
the 2012 race. 

Palin hastily called a news conference Friday 
morning at her home in suburban Wasilla, 
giving such short notice that only a few reporters 
actually made it to the announcement. State 
troopers blocked late-arriving media outside 
her home, and her spokesman, Dave Murrow, 
finally emerged to confirm that Palin will step 
down July 26. He refused to give details about 
the governor’s future plans. 

Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell will be inaugurated at the 
governor’s picnic in Fairbanks at the end of the 
month, Murrow said. 

Palin was first elected in 2006 on a populist 
platform. 

But her popularity has waned as she waged in 
partisan politics following her return from the 
presidential campaign. Her term would have 


ended in 2010. 

Palin said she planned to make a “positive 
change outside government,” without 
elaborating. She also expressed frustration with 
her current role as governor. 

“I cannot stand here as your governor and allow 
the millions of dollars and all that time go to 
waste just so I can hold the title of governor,” 
Palin said. 

Later, on Twitter, she promised supporters more 
details: “We’ll soon attach info on decision to 
not seek re-election ... this is in Alaska’s best 
interest, my family’s happy ... it is good. Stay 
tuned” 

Palin’s decision even took Parnell by surprise. 
He said he was told on Wednesday evening, and 
was not aware that any presidential ambitions 
were behind the move. 

Palin emerged from relative obscurity nearly 
a year ago when she was tapped as then 
Republican presidential candidate John 
McCain’s running mate. 

She was a controversial figure from the start, 
with comedian Tina Fey famously imitating her 
elaborate hairstyle and folksy “You betcha!” on 
“Saturday Night Live.”

US serial killer blamed 
for 4 deaths in 6 days

GAFFNEY, South Carolina 
(AP) — Sheriff’s deputies 
searched Friday for a serial 
killer blamed for four deaths 
over the past six days as 
terrified residents wondered 
who might be next. 
Investigators have not 
figured out how the victims 
are linked or if they knew 
the man who shot them. So 
far, all they have is a sketch 
of a suspect and a possible 
getaway vehicle, said 
Cherokee County Sheriff Bill 
Blanton. 

“There’s no evidence there 
is a hit list,” Blanton said. 
“There’s no evidence he 
knows the victims. There’s 
no evidence the victims are 
connected.” 


But plenty of evidence links 
the killings, said Blanton, 
who would not provide 
details. 

“Yes, we have a serial killer,” 
he said at a news conference. 
The latest victims were 
found in their family’s small 
furniture and appliance shop 
in the small town of Gaffney, 
South Carolina, around 
closing time Thursday. 
Stephen Tyler, 45, was killed, 
and his 15-year-old daughter 
was shot and seriously 
injured. Tyler’s wife, his older 
daughter and an employee 
found them, County Coroner 
Dennis Fowler said. 

The latest killing happened 
one day and about 7 miles 
from where family members 
found the bodies of 83-year- 
old Hazel Linder and her 


50-year-old daughter, Gena 
Linder Parker, bound and shot 
in Linder’s home. Blanton 
would not say if Tyler and his 
daughter were also bound. 
The killing spree began last 
Saturday about 10 miles 
from Tyler’s shop. Peach 
farmer Kline Cash, 63, was 
found shot in his living room. 
Investigators said he appeared 
to have been robbed, but 
they haven’t determined if 
anything was taken in the 
latest killings. 

The shootings have prompted 
fear in Cherokee County, 
50 miles south of Charlotte, 
North Carolina, and home 
to about 54,000 people. The 
county had just six homicides 
in all of 2008, and that was 
double the number reported 
the year before.□

Palin’s 18-year-old 
daughter, Bristol, is an unwed, 
teenage mother. 

Letterman later apologized for 
the joke. 

Palin’s family and the ridicule 
they endure being in the public 
eye was part of her decision. 
She complained that her 14- 
month-old son, Trig, who 
was diagnosed with Down’s 
syndrome, had been “mocked 
and ridiculed by some mean- 
spirited adults recently.” She 
didn’t elaborate. 

Palin campaigned on ethics 
reform in the 2006 election, 
defeating incumbent Gov.

Republican primary and a 
former two-term Democratic 
governor, Tony Knowles, in 
the general election. 

She enjoyed an extended 
honeymoon with lawmakers 
and voters alike. Her popularity 
was in the 80 percentile range, 
even though that fell after the 
bruising, partisan presidential 
campaign. 

Palin’s delivery of two weeks’ 
notice rattles a Republican 
Party plagued with setbacks 
in recent weeks, including 
extramarital affairs disclosed 
by two other 2012 presidential 
prospects, Nevada Sen.

his Senate aides. Ensign later 
disclosed he had helped the 
woman’s husband get two 
jobs during the affair. 

A government watchdog 
group, Citizens for 
Responsibility and Ethics in 
Washington, wants the Senate 
ethics committee and the 
Federal Election Commission 
to investigate.

The brigade said 18 fire 
engines and more than 100 
firefighters were called to the 
blaze in the Camberwell area 
of south London at around 
4:20 p.m.. 

The fire started on the fourth 
floor and spread quickly to 
seven floors of the 12-story 
building, part of a large 1960s 
public-housing project. 

“It was shocking to see the 
quantities of smoke and 
flames,” said Sarah Gresty, 
who lives nearby. 

One of the firefighters, Paul 
Glenny, said London’s current 
summer heat wave may have 
helped the fire spread. 

“I’ve been in the job for 30 
years, and I’ve never seen 
anything like it,” he said. “The 
hot weather and the fact that 
people’s windows were open 
made the fire what it was.” 
The fire brigade said 30 
residents had been rescued 
from the building “in extremely 
difficult circumstances.” 
Police said 12 people 
were being treated in local 
hospitals. 

Four hours after it began, the 
fire brigade said the blaze was 
under control and investigators 
were on the scene to determine 
its cause. □

PARIS (AP) — Protesters 
linked arms across an entrance 
at Paris’ main airport on 
Friday to keep passengers off 
a Yemeni flight to Comoros 
— a route that saw a deadly 
crash this week, after years of 
complaints about dangerous 
conditions on the flight path 
to the Indian Ocean island 
nation. 

The airline that operated 
the crashed jet, Yemenia, 
suspended its service to 
Comoros in response to 
the Paris protest and other 
demonstrations this week, 
accusing the protesters of 
“inadmissible violence.” 

Many in the Comoran 
community in France are 
angry that it took Tuesday’s 
accident, which killed 152 
people on Yemenia airlines’ 
Paris-Moroni flight, to focus 
attention on the problems. 
They say that since 2004 they 
have been complaining about 
dangerous planes, unhelpful 
crews and stopovers in the 
Yemeni capital of San’a that 


last hours or days in stifling 
heat with little information 
and few basic services from 
the Yemeni airline. 

Dozens of protesters 
gathered outside Charles 
de Gaulle’s Terminal 3 and 
blocked passengers entering 
the terminal, shouting at 
passengers not to take the 
Yemenia flight. 

Only 72 passengers ended 
up boarding the plane, which 
has a capacity of 180, and 
the flight didn’t take off until 
noon, three hours after its 
scheduled departure, an airport 
official said on condition of 
anonymity because she was 
not authorized to speak to the 
media. She said, however, that 
the protest did not appear to 
have caused the delay. 
Yemenia said in a statement 
later Friday that protesters 
have exposed airline personnel 
to “major risks” and as a 
consequence it suspended all 
flights to Comoros “until the 
situation calms.” The airline 
defended its handling of the 
investigation and pledged to 
reimburse any unused tickets.

Dominique Bussereau warned 
that Yemenia risked inclusion 
on a European Union list of 
banned airlines. 

Khaled el-Wazeer, the Yemeni 
transportation minister, said 
that his government will 
provide documents within a 
week showing how the airline 
deals with technical problems 
on planes, a measure the EU 
has called necessary to keep it 
off the blacklist. 

On Thursday, hundreds of 
shouting demonstrators at 
Marseille’s airport tried 
to block passengers from 
boarding a Yemenia flight to 
the Comoran capital. 

The airline said it was 
indefinitely suspending its 
flights from the Mediterranean 
port city to Moroni. 

“SOS Trips to Comoros,” a 
passenger group formed to 
push for better conditions, 
said that it had complained 
to airline officials as early as 
2004 that planes on the route 
were unsafe. 

Yemeni officials brushed 
aside the concerns, saying 
“that if their planes didn’t 
meet standards they wouldn’t

put their crew on it,” member 
Zalifa Youssouf told The 
Associated Press by telephone 
Friday. Yemeni officials issued 
no public statement on the 
group’s claims Friday. 

Ships continued to search 
for survivors, bodies and 
wreckage from Yemenia 
Flight 626, which went down 
in heavy winds off the coast of 
the Comoros islands. Hopes 


of finding anyone alive in the 
choppy seas were dim. 

A 12-year-old girl was 
rescued after clinging to 
floating wreckage for more 
than 13 hours, suffering from 
hypothermia, a fractured 
collarbone and widespread 
bruises to her face, elbow and 
foot. 

Her mother was presumed

Associated Press 
action against Tehran. Britain 
is pressing for members of the 
European Union to pull their 
ambassadors out of Tehran to 
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protest the staffers’ arrests last 
week. 

The standoff is a test of how 
far Iran’s clerical rulers are 
willing to go to shore up their 
position at home after the wave 
of protests — even if they 
risk wrecking possibilities for 
dialogue between Tehran and 
the West, a major policy goal 
of President Barack Obama that 
Tehran cautiously welcomed. 
After quashing the street 
demonstrations, Iran ’ s 

leadership has been trying to 
erase any lingering doubts about 
the legitimacy of President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad by 
portraying the unrest as sparked 
by foreign meddling, not by 
public anger over the June 12 
election, which the protesters 
said was fraudulent. Prosecuting 
the detained Iranian members of 
the British Embassy staff could 
help boost its case before the 
Iranian public. 

At the same time, the arrests 
test the U.S. and Europe’s 
policy, which has so far been to 
avoid an overly harsh reaction 
to Iran’s postelection crisis. 

The West has been wary 
of condemnations of Iran’s 
leadership, in part for fear of 
underminingprospects for future 
talks with Tehran, particularly 
over its controversial nuclear 
program. 

So far, the EU has taken an 
incremental approach. On 
Friday, a day after issuing a 
public call for the staffers’ 
release, governments across 
the 27-nation bloc summoned 
Iran’s ambassadors to present 
the demand in person. 

Swedish Foreign Minister Carl 
Bildt said the EU’s “escalatory 
approach to Iran was working.” 
But French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy said his country backs 
Britain’s push for tougher 


action, “so that Iranian leaders 
will really understand that the 
path that they have chosen will 
be a dead end.” 

British Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband said his country is 
“deeply concerned” about the 
personnel, who he said “have 
not engaged in any improper 
or illegal behavior.” He said 
he would speak with Iranian 
Foreign Minister Manouchehr 
Mottaki about the issue. 

Word of the trials came from 
Ayatollah Ahmad Jannati, an 
ultra-conservative who is one 
of the most prominent figures in 
Iran’s clerical leadership and is 
close to the country’s supreme 
leader. 

Jannati took a tough line in 
a sermon to thousands of 
worshippers attending Friday 
prayers at Tehran University, 
accusing Britain of being behind 
the protests. 

London “designed a velvet 
revolution” to topple Iran’s 
Islamic government and the 
detained staffers confessed to 
their role, he told the crowd, 
where some chanted slogans 
against the U.S. and Israel. 

“In these events, their embassy 
had a presence,” he said. “Some 
people were arrested. Well, 
inevitably, they will be put on 
trial.” 

He did not say how many 
staffers will be tried or on what 
charges. Earlier Iranian officials 
said all but one of the nine 
embassy personnel originally 
arrested had been released, but 
British officials say two are 
being held. 

Government officials could 
not be reached on Friday for 
confirmation the staffers would 
be tried. Jannati does not hold 
a position in the government, 
but is the head of the Guardian 
Council, a powerful body in the 


clerical hierarchy that stands 
above the elected government. 
The council oversees elections, 
and it carried out a partial 
recount which was ordered 
after Ahmadinejad’s pro-reform 
rival Mir Hossein Mousavi 
cried fraud and said he was the 
victor. The recount ultimately 
upheld Ahmadinejad’s election 
victory. 

Supreme leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei declared the results 
would stand, and ruling clerics 
promptly called the elections 
“pure” and “healthy.” 

Giant protests erupted in 
Tehran and other cities over 
the results, but they were put 
down in a tough crackdown 
after Khamenei declared unrest 
would no longer be tolerated. 
Police say 20 “rioters” were 
killed during the violence. 
During his sermon, Jannati 
said seven or eight members of 
the paramilitary Basij militia 
were also killed. Basij is took 
a leading role in putting down 
the protests, often clashing with 
demonstrators. 

There have been no street 
protests since Sunday, but 
Mousavi appears driven to 
maintain his opposition and 
even to raise the stakes. In a 
defiant statement on Wednesday, 
he said he considered the 
government illegitimate and 
demanded political prisoners 
be released. Still, he has been 
laying low, making no public 
appearances for days amid calls 
by many hard-liners for him to 
be prosecuted. 

In major cities across Iran, 
clerics delivering Friday prayer 
sermons told worshippers to 
accept the supreme leader’s 
ruling on the results, according 
to transcripts on the state news

GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AP) — Some Caribbean 
leaders expressed concern 
Friday that a leftist Latin 
American alliance making 
inroads in the region could 
hurt a long-running project to 
integrate island economies. 

So far the Caribbean nations 
of Antigua, Dominica and 
St. Vincent have joined the 
Bolivarian Alternative for the 
Americas, or ALBA, a nine- 
nation trade alliance backed by 
the government of Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez. 

The project’s growth was on 
the agenda for discussions at 
a four-day summit here of the 
Caribbean Community, a 15- 
nation grouping also known 
as Caricom that was created in 
the 1970s. 

Jamaican Prime Minister 
Bruce Golding conceded 
many leaders are frustrated by 
the slow pace of integration 
under Caricom, but he said 


taking on new international 
commitments will only make 
it more difficult. 

“When you start to create 
other alliances, you assume 
other responsibilities and 
obligations which may very 
well cut across the obligations 
you have at home,” Golding 
said. 

Grenada’s prime minister, 
Tillman Thomas, said his 
island will not join ALBA 
because it would create the 
false impression of problems 
inside Caricom. 

Venezuela has boosted its 
influence in the region through 
the Petrocaribe pact, which 
allows more than a dozen 
Caribbean nations to buy 
oil under highly preferential 
terms. 

Prime Minister Roosevelt 
Skerrit of Dominica, the 
first Caricom nation to join 
ALBA, said countries have to 
seek out new sources of aid 
and trade. He said he owes 
an explanation “only to the

TEGUCIGALPA,Honduras 
(AP)—Honduras’ Supreme 
Court rebuffed a personal 
appeal from the Americas’ 
top international diplomat 
Friday, refusing to restore 
ousted President Manuel 


Zelaya before a Saturday 
deadline. 

Jose Miguel Insulza, who 
heads the Organization of 
American States, flew to 
Honduras in an attempt 
to persuade the forces 
that ousted Zelaya to take 
him back in the face of 


overwhelming international 
condemnation and economic 
sanctions. 

He met for two hours with 
Jorge Rivera, president of 
the Supreme Court that 
authorized the military to 
seize Zelaya on Sunday and 
fly him into exile. 

“Insulza asked Honduras 
to reinstate Zelaya, but 
the president of the court 
categorically answered that 
there is an arrest warrant for 
him,” said court spokesman 
Danilo Izaguirre. “Now the 
OAS has to decide what it 
will do.” 

Insulza made no comments 
as he emerged from the 
meeting. He has said 
Honduras will be suspended 
from the organization, a 
move that could lead to 
further sanctions against 
one of the Americas ’ poorest 
countries, unless Zelaya 
is restored by Saturday 
morning. The OAS has 
called an emergency 
meeting in Washington for 
Saturday afternoon. 

Insulza had conceded before 
traveling to Honduras that 
his mission was unlikely 
to succeed, saying: “It will 
be very hard to turn things 
around in a couple of 
days.” 

“We are not going to 
Honduras to negotiate. We 
are going to Honduras to 
ask them to change what 
they have been doing,” he 
said. 

Insulza also was meeting 
with leaders of Congress, 
“basically to clarify exactly 
what our position is.” But 
he said he would not see 
Roberto Micheletti, whom 
Congress named president 
after Zelaya’s ouster, in 
order to avoid legitimizing 
the government. 

Micheletti’s foreign 

minister, Enrique Ortez, said 
that Insulza “can negotiate 
all he wants, except for 
Zelaya’s situation.” 

“That is not negotiable 
because he cannot return to 


Honduras, and if he does he 
will be arrested and tried,” 
Ortez said. 

Zelaya, who was traveling 
in Central America, planned 
to return to Honduras 
on Sunday, according 
to Nicaraguan President 
Daniel Ortega. He has said 
he would be traveling with 
Insulza and the presidents 
of Argentina and Ecuador. 
Contrary to assertions by 
the Micheletti government, 
Interpol on Friday released 
a statement saying it had 
not received any request to 
issue an arrest warrant for 
Zelaya. 

Micheletti led a raucous 
chant of “Democracy!” 
before a giant crowd waving 
blue-and-white Honduran 
flags in front of the palace 
that Micheletti has occupied 
since Zelaya was seized by 
soldiers and flown into exile. 
He pledged to stand firm in 
the face of the international 
pressure. 

“I am the president 
of all Hondurans,” he 
proclaimed. 

“They said we were afraid, 
but here is the proof that 
the people are not afraid,” 
Micheletti yelled. “We 
are asking Hondurans to 
communicate with their 
relatives throughout the 
world to tell them that no 
coup took place here.” 

A rival rally by thousands 
of Zelaya backers marched 
to the offices of the OAS. 
Marchers carried a banner 
with a picture of Zelaya and 
the words: “Mel our friend, 
the people are with you!” 
Labor and farm leaders 
who back Zelaya said they 
would meet with Insulza on 
Friday afternoon. 

Despite feared violence, the 
two groups did not clash. 
Police helicopters circled 
overhead and dozens of 
soldiers and police guarded 
the palace. 

Micheletti’s supporters 
say the army was justified 
in ousting Zelaya — on 


orders of Congress and the 
Supreme Court — because 
he had called a referendum 
which they claim he intended 
to use to extend his rule. 
Zelaya denies that and has 
said he will no longer press 
for constitutional changes. 
Nations around the world 
have promised to shun 
Micheletti, who was sworn 
in after the coup, and the 
nation already is suffering 
economic reprisals. 
Neighboring countries have 
imposed trade blockades, 
major lenders have cut aid, 
the Obama administration 
has halted joint military 
operations and all European 
Union ambassadors have 
abandoned the Honduran 
capital. 

Micheletti’s government 
is so eager to find a friend 
that it announced it had 
been recognized by Israel 
and Italy — surprising 
the governments of those 
countries. Italy withdrew its 
ambassador to protest the 
coup, and Israeli Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Yigal 
Palmor said: “All rumors 
about Israeli recognition 
of the new president are 
wholly unfounded.” 
Micheletti asked Nobel 
Peace laureate Rigoberta 
Menchu to help mediate the 
conflict, and she arrived in 
Tegucigalpa on Friday. 

“I come to try to talk with 
anyone who wants to listen 
to search for peace for this 
country,” she said. 

A suspension by the OAS 
could encourage other 
organizations and countries 
to suspend international aid 
and loans to Honduras. 
Ousted Honduran Finance 
Minister Rebeca Santos on 
Friday told international 
finance ministers in Chile 
that the coup has already 
hurt the economy. The World 
Bank and the Inter-American 
Development Bank have 
suspended between $300 
million and $450 million in 
financingQ

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— Five-time champion Roger 
Federer reached his seventh 
straight Wimbledon final Friday 
and will face Andy Roddick for 
a chance at a record 15th Grand 
Slam title. 

Federer delivered a masterful 
grass-court performance to 
beat Tommy Haas 7-6 (3), 7- 

5, 6-3, extending his winning 
run to 18 consecutive matches 
and closing in on the mark he 
shares with Pete Sampras of 14 
major titles. 

Federer will meet Roddick in 
the final for the third time in 
six years after the American 
defeated Andy Murray 6-4, 4- 

6, 7-6 (7), 7-6 (5). The Swiss 
star beat Roddick in the 2004 
and ‘05 finals and leads 18-2 
overall. 

The third-seeded Murray had 
been seeking to become the 
first British man to reach the 
final in 71 years and first to 
take the title since 1936, but 
Roddick outplayed him on the 
big points to silence the home 
fans. 

“To be honest, the last couple 
of years I didn’t know if I’d 
ever get a chance to play for 
another Grand Slam title,” said 
Roddick, who won the U.S. 
Open in 2003. “Now I get to. 
It’s just a dream.” 

Roddick saved a break point 
with Murray leading 4-3 in 
the fourth set with a forehand 
winner, then came through with 
big serves in the tiebreaker. 
When Murray slapped a 
backhand into the net on the 
second match point, Roddick 
fell to his knees on the grass 
and leaned forward covering 
his head. 

“I had to play my best tennis out 
there to win today,” Roddick 
said. “I can’t say enough good 
things about Andy’s game, 
but I can play some tennis 
sometimes, and not many 
people were giving me much 
of a chance at all and I knew 
if I could stay the course that 
I had a shot and that’s all you 
can ask for.”

Angels 5, Orioles 2 
At Anaheim, California, 
Bobby Abreu hit two home 
runs and John Lackey pitched 
eight solid innings for Los 
Angeles. 

The multihomer game was 
the 14th of Abreu’s career, 
his first as an Angel. Both 
his shots were off Baltimore 
starter Jeremy Guthrie, who 
gave up nine hits in seven 
innings. 

Lackey, who had a loss and 
a no-decision in his last two 
starts, got the run support he 
needed this time. He struck 
out seven and gave up two 
hits while only walking one. 
Luke Scott homered in the 
seventh for the Orioles, who 
are 11-24 on the road. 

Abreu homered in the fourth 
and the Angels scored four in 
the fifth, including Abreu’s 
sixth homer of the season.

Don't drink & 
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Tiger pounces into lead at Congressional Country Club

BETHESDA, Maryland (AP) 
— Tiger Woods salvaged his 
round during a shaky stretch 
in the middle and shot 4-under 
66 Friday to take a one-shot 
lead at the AT&T National 
with the lowest 36-hole score 
ever at Congressional Country 
Club. 

“Either I hit it pretty close to 
the hole, within 10 feet, or I 
was missing greens,” Woods 
said. “So it was a little bit of 
two ends today. It was nice to 
actually get a score out of it.” 
Woods was at 10-under 130, 
breaking by one shot the 
previous 36-hole score at 
Congressional set last year 
by Tom Pemice Jr. and Jeff 
Overton. Woods had a one- 
shot lead over Rod Pampling, 
who had a 64 to boost his 
chances of qualifying for the 
British Open. 

Defending champion Anthony 
Kim couldn’t build on his 
course-record 62 from the 
opening round. He played in 
the afternoon, after Woods 
set the target, and caught him 
briefly before missing too 
many fairways and having to 
settle for a 70 that put him two 
behind. 

Jim Furyk, adding more star 
power to the leaderboard, had 
a 67 and was along in fourth. 
Perhaps more daunting than 
Woods’ record 36-hole score 
is his record on the PGA Tour 
when he has at least a share 
of the 36-hole lead. He is 
31-6, having won the last 11 


times from that spot dating 
to 2004 at the Byron Nelson 
Championship. 

While some of the birdies 
were pure, such as 5-iron 
within 4 feet of a tucked flag 
on the 13 th, it was his worst 
golf that showed why Woods 
contends as often as he does. 
He twice hit tee shots into the 
rough and couldn’t get to the 
green. Another tee shot went 
into the bunker. He missed the 
green at a par 3 on the wrong 
side of the hole. From the 
middle of the fairway, he hit 
a miserable shot into a hollow 
of thick grass. 

Woods played that five-hole 
stretch in 1 under. 

“That’s why the guy is at such 
a high level,” said U.S. Open 
champion Lucas Glover, who 
played with Woods and shot 
66 to join the group at 5-under 


135. “When things are going 
bad, he can rely on his short 
game. He just doesn’t waste 
any shots. If he’s losing shots, 
it’s because of a bad break or 
a bad lie.” 

There were ample opportunities 
to fall back. 

Unable to reach the 17th green 
from a thick lie in the rough, 
Woods holed a 6-foot par putt. 
He pushed his 3-wood into the 
right rough on the 18th and 
had to punch under some limbs 
and let the ball roll toward the 
green, but not too far because 
of water all around it. He 
putted from off the green 70 
feet away and knocked in a 5- 
footer for par. 

The birdie came from a fairway 
bunker, the ball spinning back 
to pin-high, 5 feet away. Then 
came a scary chip from the 


side of a mound, which he 
flopped with enough spin to 
tap in a 2-footer. And on the 
third hole, having short-sided 
himself again, Woods pitched 
perfectly to a green running 
away from him and saved 
another par with a 4-foot putt. 
“That’s how you keep yourself 
in a golf tournament,” Woods 
said. “I made a couple of big 
putts — 17, 18, good up-and- 
down on 2 — and it kept me 
going. I played well early, and 
it’s all about keeping your 
momentum.” 

Woods will play in the final 
pairing of the third round with 
Pampling, a familiar face from 
their many morning practice 
rounds at the majors. Pampling 
was in the first group off Friday 
morning, ran off three birdies 
through five holes, and didn’t 


get unsettled by a lone bogey 
when he missed the fairway 
on the sixth hole, which plays 
as a par 4 at 516 yards. 

“I just didn’t do anything 
wrong and kept myself out of 
trouble,” Pampling said. 

He has two weeks left to 
try to qualify for the British 
Open, but would need at least 
a runner-up finish this week 
to have a chance. Otherwise, 
he is headed for the Scottish 
Open at Loch Lomond. 

Most eyes were behind 
Pampling, however, with the 
prospects of a Woods-Kim 
shootout at Congressional. 
Kim is regarded as the most 
promising young American to 
challenge Woods, and despite 
a swing that deserted him 
midway through the round, 
he’s only two behind.’! hate 
the way I hit the ball today,” 
Kim said. “My swing got 
loose and I couldn’t find it 
out there. If I can stay focused 
and stay positive, I’ll be in 
good shape.” 

Adozenplayers were separated 
by five shots, including U.S. 
Amateur champion Danny 
Lee, who had a 67. Even so, 
it starts with a familiar name 
at the top. 

“He can be playing great and 
then you really don’t have a 
lot of chance of beating him,” 
Pampling said. “And then he’s 
just playing so-so and he’s 
still right there with a chance 
to win coming down the last 
nine holes. He’s just amazing 
how consistent he is.”Q

Murray dominated the statistics, but still couldn’t overcome 
Roddick’s clutch play. Murray had 25 aces, 76 winners and 20 
errors, compared to 21, 64 and 24 for the American. 
“Throughout my career I’ve had a lot of shortcomings, but 
trying hard hasn’t been one of them,” Roddick said. “To be fair, 
he had all the pressure on him and I could come out and kind of 
swing and that probably helped me today.” 

Federer finished his match with a flourish, leaping high for a 
smash reminiscent of Sampras in his Wimbledon heyday. The 
Swiss star is the first man to make it to seven consecutive 
Wimbledon finals in the history of a tournament that began in 
1877. 

Federer never faced a break point as he beat Haas for the ninth 
straight time to reach his record 20th Grand Slam final. He and 
Ivan Lendl had been tied at 19 apiece. 

“I’m very happy with my performance and it’s unbelievable to 
be back into another Wimbledon final,” Federer said. “I’ve had 
a lot of pressure over all the years, so this is just another great 
match, great opportunity for me to get into the history books.” 
If Federer wins Sunday, he will be the third player to win six 
or more Wimbledon titles. William Renshaw and Sampras both 
won seven. 

“I’m very proud of all the records I’ve achieved because I never 
thought I would be that successful as a kid,” Federer said. “I 
would have been happy winning a couple tournaments and 
maybe collecting Wimbledon. It’s quite staggering now having 
reached ... my sixth straight Grand Slam final. Having so many 
things going for me now again, opportunity again on Sunday, 
it’s fantastic.” 

If he beats Roddick, Federer will regain the No. 1 ranking from 
Rafael Nadal, who beat him in the Wimbledon final last year 
and missed this year’s tournament with knee problems. 

Federer said he is feeling less pressure this year than in 2007 
when he equaled Bjorn Borg’s record of five straight Wimbledon 
titles. Borg was among those watching Friday from the Royal 
Box. 

“For some reason that meant the world to me,” Federer said. “I 
was like in a bubble for two weeks, just trying to achieve it. So 
this time around I think I’m much more relaxed.” 

Federer, who completed a career Grand Slam by winning the 
French Open last month, said he would be happy if Sampras 
came to Wimbledon to watch him try to break his record. 
Sampras is home in California looking after his two young 
sons. 

“He might come around, he might not,” Federer said. “It’s his 
choice. I’d love to see him because he’s a good friend of mine. 
Very honored of course that I share the record of 14 with him.” 
Murray had won six of eight matches against Roddick, including 
their last three, but couldn’t overcome the American’s steady 
serving and attacking game on this day.Q
